GARDEN ROOTS 


Asparagus—No family should be without a bed of this excellent vege- 
table. It does not take a large bed to supply an ordinary family. It should 
be planted in rich soil, crown of plants about 6 to 8 inches below the surface. 
In two years it may be cut. Some cut a part of it the second season. For 
a family bed we advise to plant it 12 to 14 inches in the row and the rows 
2 or 2% feet apart. It is so easy of culture, so long in season and so healthy 
and nutritious that every family should by all means have a bed, even if no 
more than 25 to 50 plants. Once established and it seems to last almost in- 
definitely, if given an opportunity to thrive. 

Rhubarb or Pieplant—This is another of the good things of the garden 
that none should miss. Like asparagus, once established, and it lasts for 
many years, if given a chance. Plant in rows 3 and 4 feet apart with plants 
78 to 24 inches in the row. If you will cut all the hills out but 1 or 2 crowns, 
using a flat spade for this, each alternate year and fill the holes thus made 
with manure, it will last longer, grow stronger stems and be thriftier in 
all ways. Try it. Not only as pie and sauce is it a family delight, but it may 
be used to make jam, jelly or wine. 

Horse Raddish—Like both of the above, this is, if not used too heavily, 
conducive of health. It is not a food but a condiment. May be planted in 
the garden and dug annually same as any other crop, or planted in a waste 
place and allowed to “spread” which it will do, no matter whether you dig it 
each year or sot.
